Chihuahua, Alex., Feb. 24.—General 
Villa’s story of the killing of William 
S. Benton, told to reporters here, dif­ 
fers a little from the official statement 
given out Saturday at Juarez. 
The Juarez statem ent given out de­ 
clared that when Benton reached for 
his hip 
pocket Villa 
knocked 
him 
down with a blow of the fist. 
Villa 
said 
that when 
Benton 
made this 
move he poked his own pistol into 
Benton’s stomach and then turned him 
over to the guards. 
Villa contradicted his official report 
to the American consul at Juarez that 
Gustav Bauch, a German-Ameriean ac­ 
cused 
of 
being 
a 
spy, 
had 
been 
brought to Chihuahua. 
Villa said he 
knew nothing of him. 
On Benton’s 
death he said: 
“Benton gained entrance to my of­ 
fice in Juarez on the pretext that he 
wanted to see me on some personal 
business connected with his ranch, 
Los Heinedios, near the city of Chi 
huahua. 


Says Language W as Abusive. 


"As soon as he entered he began to 
address me in abusive language. I had 
had some experience with him before 
and knew of his violent temper. 
I 
knew also that he had mixed too free- 
My in Mexican politics, but I did not 
suspect that he was coming into ray 
office to murder me. 
“He had not talked long when he 
leached for his hip pocket. 
It flashed 
over me that .he intended to kill me. 
I grabbed at his hand and at the same 
time thrust my revolver into the pit 
ol his stomach to stop him. 
I did not 
wish to appear bloodthirsty and there 
fore did not shoot him myself. 
My 
guards seized him, took his pistol 
away from him and placed him under 
arrest. 
“It was decided to try him by court 
martial and this was done in the regu­ 
lar manner prescribed by law' and the 
prisoner was executed eighteen hours 
after he made the attem pt on my life. 
That is all there is to it. 
We would 
have treated any other offender in the 
same way, whether he was American. 
Spanish, German or Japanese. 


H as Nothing to Conceal. 
“Benton not only was guilty of a t­ 
tem pting murder, but also of other of 
fenses, for we have proof of his enmity 
to our cause and of the aid he ren­ 
dered our enemies. 
However, he was 
executed for attempting to take my 
life. 
I have nothing to conceal about 
it. 
I know the incident has aroused 
comment in the United States and Eu­ 
rope and that is why I am making 
this statement. 
“A man who acted as Benton did 
would have received the same treat­ 
ment in any country. 
I want to em ­ 
phasize the fact that I did not kill 
Benton myself. I would not have soil­ 
ed my hands with the detail of execu­ 
tion after the court had found him 
guilty. 
"After the verdict Benton confess­ 
ed. 
He did not appeal for mercy, but 
asked that his property be se-cured to 
his wife. 
We promised that would be 
done. 
“Statements have been made that 
we have executed other foreigners, 
but these are untrue. 
Benton is the 
only one.”

One deputy shot a man while 
in Union hall, he said, and when Ben 
Goggia, a union organizer, protested, 
saying, "I don't see how you can shoot 
a man like that,” he declared the 
deputy replied: "W e’ve got to do it 
for the C. and H."

Mexican Situation to 
Be Taken Up 
in 
Executive Session. 
Washington. Feb. 24.—Regardless of 
w hether the execution of William S. 
Benton, a British subject, by General 
Villa was justified, developments em­ 
phasized clearly that 
protection of 
foreigners in rebel torn Mexico has 
become a commanding problem of in­ 
creased international importance, ap­ 
preciated no less by President Wil­ 
son than by leaders in congress. 
After a conference with President 
Wilson, Acting Chairman Shively of 
the senate foreign relations and mem­ 
bers of the committee reached an un­ 
derstanding that the Mexican ques­ 
tion, if taken up in the senate, shall 
be discussed behind closed doors. 
Attention was focused chiefly on 
the investigation as to the manner in 
w'hich William S. Benton met death 
at Juarez, but details of the affair are 
still lacking. 


Juntunen, W ho Killed His Wife and 
Babe, Taken to Asylum. 
Castlewood, 
S. B.f Feb. 24.—“We, 
the jury. find the defendant, August 
Juntunen, insane.” 
This simple verdict removed from 
the criminal docket of the Hamlin 
county circuit court a double murder 
case, the trial of w’hich promised sev­ 
eral sensations 
Juntunen, on a Ham­ 
lin county farm, in a fit of what now 
appears to have been insane frenzy, 
killed his wife and infant child. 
The double murder 
aroused 
the 
neighbors to a high state of excite­ 
ment. 
The slayer was arrested soon 
and for safety was lodged in the Cod­ 
ington county jail. 
Recently he was taken before a jury 
summoned to inquire into his sanity, 
this being preliminary to a trial. 
In 
accordance with the verdict of the 
jury Juntunen has been taken to the 
state hospital for the insane at Yank­ 
ton. 


NO T A M P E R IN G W ITH T A R IF F 


St. Paul, Feb. 24.—Tem peratures In 
St. Paul and the Northwewst are ris­ 
ing and are expected to mount higher 
in the next few days, but the greater 
part of the Middle West is suffering 
from the worst storm of the winter. 
A blizzard is raging over Illinois, 
Indiana. Ohio. Missouri and Kansas. 
In a greater part of the territory the 
snow continues to fall thickly and 
with it a lowering tem perature is pre­ 
dicted. 
Zero weather will be at hand 
soon, according to the weather bu­ 
reau. 
Few trains are moving throughout 
the whole area and conditions th reat­ 
en to become worse. 
So severe was the blizzard in Illi­ 
nois and so relentless the wind that 
the snow filled in as fast as it could 
be shoveled 
Indiana and Ohio are practically 
stormbound following a twenty-four- 
hour snow driven by a sixty-mile wind. 
Snow is still falling and little hope 
for immediate 
relief 
is 
held 
out. 
Trains are stalled. 
The effects of the storm are being 
felt as far east as Pennsylvania and 
Northern 
West Virginia and 
Pitts­ 
burg reports much suffering among 
the poor. 
High winds in Eastern Kansas com­ 
pelled 
Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas 
trains to stop 
The hurricane-like 
winds rocked the coaches with such 
force that the lives of occupants were 
endangered.

Washington, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Is 
the country prosperous or is it stiffer 
lug from hard times? This discussion 
comes up periodically in In»tIi houses 
of congress, and the Republicans cite 
newspaper accounts of mills closing 
down and workmen out of employment 
us an evidence that Democratic legis 
billon has brought on hard times 
The 
Democrats stuff tile record full of quo­ 
tations from various newspapers to 
show that the country is in a prosper 
ohs condition, and that it is really 
booming. 
Discussion along these lines will con 
tinue as long as congress is in session. 
because it is a part of the campaign of 
1914. 
lf tile Republicans do not show 
that the country is worse off on ac 
count of Democratic ascendency, the 
Democrats will win the twining con 
grcssional elections, and if they do 
win in 1914 they will be well intrench­ 
ed for the presidential campaign two 
years from now. 


A s a Lawyer Sees It. 
W. P. Clough, for many years a rail­ 
road lawyer in Minnesota and now io- 
cated in New York, says that the pres 
ent depression, if real depression ex 
ists, is because work is finished 
"W e have built all the railroads that 
we need,” lie said, “and we have built 
nearly all of the buildings we need 
We have stopped erecting great build 
lugs in New' York because we have 
space enough to accommodate our in 
forests. 
As to there being over 300,- 
OOO unemployed in New York, why. 
that is only one-third of the number 
of people that come to New York ev­ 
ery year from foreign shores and seek 
employment 
We have completed most 
of the great projects necessary for the 
present time, and we have Tench et I one 
of those periodical stages of stopping 
great works until the country catches 
up. 
They happen about every ten 
years, and there Is nothing strange in 
the present situation.” 


Proposed Monument to General Lee. 
In a glowing tribute to Lincoln and 
Grant Congressman Bott of North Car­ 
olina made a plea for the erection of a 
monument by the United States gov 
em inent to General Robert E. I>ee. Ile 
wanted it located right across the ave 
nue from the big monument that is 
now going up to the memory of Gen 
eral Grant. 
And. by the way. that 
Grant 
monument is 
hidden 
behind 
trees and located on such low ground 
that it will never am ount to much as n 
monument. 
In the course of his remarks Con 
pressman Tou said: “We fight here for 
party advantages. 
You 
Republicans 
put us in a hole, so to speak, one day. 
and we are trying to find an opportu­ 
nity to pay you back on the morrow 
These partisan battles are soon forgot­ 
ten, but when a man does a big. broad 
patriotic thing it is remembered.” 


Bowdle and the Rules. 
Congressman Bowdle has made a 
catechism of the house rules which he 
has offered to any member who wants 
it. 
Generously he has refused to ask 
the government to print his book, and 
in a modest way lie says that any 
member of the house can have it who 
desires it. 
Ile told the house that he 
once thought too much time was spent 
in haggling over the rules. 
That was 
his opinion when he first came to con­ 
gress. and In* was particularly antago­ 
nistic to Congressman Mann of Illi­ 
nois. who made a specialty of rules, 
but he changed his mind and concluded 
that the rules were absolutely neces- 
sary. with all their complications, and 
he bowed his respects to the able par­ 
liamentarians In the house who could 
explain the rules. 


Committee Changes. 
The death of Senator Bacon of Geor­ 
gia will cause quite a number of com­ 
mittee changes in the senate. 
Sena­ 
tor Stone of Missouri will become 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, and unless the system of 
seniority is overthrown Senator As­ 
hiest of Arizona is likely to liecome 
chairman of the committee on Indian 
affairs. 
This would be a remarkable 
advance for Ashurst. as he has not 
been a senator two years. 
Under the 
new Democratic regime, however, the 
new senators hove not been held back 
to give the older statesmen all t h e 1 
choice plums. 


Slayden Not Alone. 
Congressman Slayden of Texas some­ 
times jokingly refers to himself us the 
“only reactionary left.” 
There are 
many things in connection with pres­ 
ent day legislation which Slayden re 
fuses to support, but he hasn’t any­ 
thing on his colleague. Martin Dies. 
"I shall not vote for these nostrums 
of socialism.” declared Dies in the 
house when speaking of the Alaska 
railroad bill. 
There are other progres­ 
sive policies of the Democratic party 
which neither Dies nor Slayden will 
support.

London. Fob. 24.—The recent killing 
of William S. Benton and the ques­ 
tion of protection for British interests 
aud for Englishmen residing in Me* 
leo were made the subject of consid­ 
eration in the house of commons. 
Sir Edward Grey, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, reported that Sir 
Cecil Spring-Rice had Informed Socre 
tary of State Bryan that the public 
opinion of Europe is likely to be af­ 
fected seriously by the action of Gen­ 
eral Villa. 
The announcement was 
greeted with a cheer. 
Francis Dyke Adalid, parliamentary 
under secretary for foreign affairs, 
made an earlier statement. 
“The pacification of Mexico is an 
object earnestly desired, but it is im­ 
possible to effect it by British inter 
vention.” he said.

Former Cabinet Officer and Senator 
Passes Away. 
Denver, Feb. 24.—Henry Moore Tel­ 
ler, former cabinet officer and for 
more than thirty years United St&tee 
senator from Colorado, died here. Mr. 
Teller, 
who was eighty-three years 
old. had been ill for two years and 
his death was not unexpected. 
In 1876. when Colorado was admit­ 
ted to the Union, Teller was elected 
United States senator for the short 
term, ending March 3, 1877.
